Dear Chairman Chaffetz: 

This office has initiated an investigation to determine whether Lieutenant General (LTG) 
Flynn, U.S. Army (Retired) failed to obtain required approval prior to receiving any emolument 
from a foreign government. 



The allegations involving LTG Flynn, if substantiated, would violate DoD 5500.07-R, 
“Joint Bthics Regulation” Section 9-601, “Foreign Employment Restrictions," and Army 
Regulation 600-291, “Foreign Government Employment,” both of which apply the Emoluments 
Clause of the Constitution (Article I, Section 9, Clause 8) to Department of Defense personnel 
and retired military members.
